Naperville, IU., April 2i ONP)—At 
least 44 persona were killed, when 
the Burlington railroad's fast Ex­ 
position Plyer, racing through Chi­ 
cago’s western suburbs at 85 miles 
an hour, ripped into the road's Ad­ 
vance Plyer Thursday afternoon. 
Thirty-one of the 125 persons in­ 
jured remained in hospitals. Some 
were in critical condition. All but 
seven of the dead have been identi­ 
fied. 
The engineer of the Exposition 
Plyer, who Burlington railroad of­ 
ficials said had adequate warning 
that the preceding train had stopped, 
was 
charged 
with 
manslaughter. 
DuPage county officials said, how­ 
ever, this was a technicality to make 
certain the engineer would appear 
at an inquest and that no evidence 
of laxity had been uncovered.

Mr. Miller is ably assisted at the 
Littlestown plant by Roy C. Snyder, 
who has been the assistant m an­ 
ager and an employe of the firm 
for the past five years. 
The plant building consists of two 
main floors, a basement and large 
loft, and when it becomes possible, 
the company plans to build an ad­ 
dition. Present quarters do not pro­ 
vide enough storage space or work­ 
ing room. “We want to build, if we 
can get the materials,” Mr. Miller 
said. In addition to the storage space 
at the plant itself, three other build­ 
ings in Littlestown are at present 
utilized for storage.
